FARM INCOME TAX 

If you earned as much as $600 
and are under 65 years of age, you 
must file a Federal Income Tax 
return. If you are over 65, you 
must file if your gross income is 
$1,200 or more. 

When filing, make súre that you 
show your social security number 
on the return. This is your tax 
payer identification number and 
if you do not include it on your 
report, a penalty of $5 will be 
assessed for each failure. 

If at least two-thirds of your 
income is from the business of 
farming and your tax year starts 
January ist ¿you have two choices 
‘about ‘whén' to’ file’ the return. 

Either you can file and estimate 
and pay that amount by January 
15th then file the return and pay 
the balance by April 15th, or you 
can file your return and pay ihe 
tax on or before February 17th. 

PASTURE NOTES 

At this time of year there is 
little danger of doing damage with 
2.4-D. So if you have dock or 
-histle growing in your pastures, 
this is a good time to spray them 
while they are young and easy to 
kill. At this time of year 3/4 pound 
per acre of amine 2,4-D will kill 
either of these two plants. . 

Be sure that the temperature is 
80 degrees F., ur higher before 
spraying as the 2,4-D.is not effec 
tive at lower temperatures. 

Also be careful-and do not use 
2,4-D where there is crimson clo- 
ver, red clover, winter peas or 
vetch growing.

RIGHTS MEASURE 
IS PASSED 


WAS.IINGTON - The House has 
approved the civil rights bill in 
an overwhelming vote hailed by 
President Johnson as “an historic 
3tep forward for the cause of 
dignity in America.” It now faces 
ı tougher battle in the Senate 
where Southerners hope to whittle 
t down with talk. 

As turned out by the House in 
a 290-130 roll call Monday night, 
the bill amounts to 
sweeping civil rights legislation 
in history.
